Your  letter  of  the  14th  inst. ,  enclosing  a  sketch  of  a  new 
coin(which  is  herewith  returned)  and  also  a  communication  from  Dr. 

J Tuttle  in  regard  to  the  proposed  designs  for  coins.  Have  been  re¬ 
ceived,  ard.  I  thank  you  both  for  the  interest  you  have  taken  in 
this  matter. 

It  is,  of  cour'se,  too  late  now  to  make  any  change  in  the  meth¬ 
od  of  submitting  designs ;even  if  it  was  thought  wise  to  receive 
drawings,  of  which  I  am  not  convinced.  I  confined  the  designs  yo 
plaster  models  or  medallions  upon  the  recommendation  of  yourself 
and  the  engravers  of  your  mint,  for  whose  judgment  I  have  great 
respect  upon  such  matters,  and  I  am  still  inclined  to  the  opinion 
that  it  was  wise  to  do  so.  Of  course,  if  the  designs  submitted 
are  not  numerous  or  do  not  commend  themselves  as  improvements  upon 
the  present  designs  we  are  not  obliged  to  accept  them. 

in  case  we  do  not  accept  any  of  them  I  shall  immediately  subr 

* 

mit  to  the  Secretary  a  proposition  to  employ  some  distinguished 
*  artist,  like  St.  Gaudens,  to  execute  some  designs  satisfactory  to 


the  Department,  or  I  shall  instruct  you  to  have  the  officers  of  the 
engraving  department  of  the  mint  4m-  prepare  designs  for  submission 
to  the  Secretary  of  the  Treasury,

Sir: 

The  matter  of  introducing  gas  annealing  furnaces  has  received 
serious  consideration^  at  my  hands.  As  you  are  aware  I  consider 
it  good  public  policy  and  economy  to  introduce  into  our  mints  the 
very  best  class  of  machinery  and  plants  for  conducting  the  import¬ 
ant  business  required  of  them. 

I  have  hesitated  to  authorize  this  expenditure  for  several 
reasons: 

1.  Because  the  cost  of  the  plant  is  very  considerable,  and 
so  much  money  has  been  expended  at  your  mint  during  the  current 
fiscal  year  (all  well  expended  I  think,  in  necessary  and  valuable 
improvements)  that  I  hesitate  to  increase  the  expenses  during  the 
current  fiscal  year  by  this  large  sum  lest  it  may  subject  both  you 
and  myself  to  criticism. 

2.  Because  of  the  additional  expense  -  a  permanent  expense-^ 
which  I  fear  it  may  entail^in  the  cost  of  gas.  If  I  had  any  as¬ 
surance  that  the  cost  of  running  these  furnaces  would  not  be  con¬ 
siderably  more  than  the  cost  of  running  the  present  wood  furnaces  f 
I  would  feel  more  inclined,  to  approve  your  recommendation. 


3.  Because  it  has  not  been  practically  demonstrated  that 
gas  annealing  furnaces  can  successfully  do  the  work. 

I  would  thank  you  to  consider  these  points  and  to  look  over 
the  expenditures  of  your  mint  for  the  current  fiscal  year  and  let 
me  know  from  what  appropriation  you  contemplate  paying  for  this 
plant;  how  long  it  would  take  from  the  present  date  to  introduce 
them,  and  any  othe~  facts  which  you  may  think  important  for  me  to 
know. 

As  I  have  said,  I  favor  the  introduction  of  improved  processes^ 

only  I  want  to  exercise  moderation, as  far  as  practical, in  at- 

A 

tempt  to  do  too  much  in  one  year,  and  we  would  both  be  deeply 
chagrined  if  we  should  incur  this  expense  and  the  plant  did  not 
wo”k  successfully.

Referring  to  your  requisition^of  the  19th  inst.^for  authori¬ 
ty  to  have  two  receipt  books  printed  in  your  eityy I  would  say  that 
in  view  of  the  facts  which  you  state  I  feel  compelled  to  grant  you 
the  authority  requested. 

in  this  connection  I  would  say  that  it  is  the  duty  of  your 
clerks  to  give  you  timely  information  of  the  condition  of  their 
books  and  blanks^  so  that  the  necessary  requisition  can  be  made 
upon  the  Government  printer.  This  is  done  by  all  other  public 
institutions  in  the  United  States,  and  none  of  them  are  allowed 
to  have  printing  done  at  their  own  expense,  as  it  is  considered 
contrary  to  law.  There  is  no  good  reason  why  the  business  of  you” 
institution  should  not  be  made  to  conform  in  this  respect  to  all 
others.  These  special  requisitions  for  printing  in  your  city 

are  evidences  of  carelessness  upon  the  part  of  the  clerks  in  charge 
of  the  particular  classes  of  books  and  blanks  required.  They  know 
the  regulations  of  the  Department,  and  it  is  their  duty  to  conform 
to  them. 


I  mention  this  at  some  length  for  the  reason  that  the  chief 


of  the  stationery  division  of  the  Department  complains  of  the  num¬ 
ber  of  special  requisitions,  that  is,  requisitions  to  be  made  spe¬ 
cial  on  account  of  your  mint,  and  it  would  be  much  more  agreeable 
and  satisfactory  to  have  youfrequisitions  for  books  and  blanks 
made  in  the  usual  form  as  required  by  Department  regulations.

Reforeeing  to  your  communication  of  yesterday,  relative  to 
tile  "bar  registers"  which  you  say  were  ordered  in  February,  I  find 
that  they  were  not  requested  by  you  until  the  9th  of  March,  and 
then  had  to  be  returned  for  sample  pages,  so  that  the  requisition, 
was  not  made  by  this  bureau  until  the  12th  of  March. 

You  know  they  require  four  months  for  books  at  the  Government 
printing  office. 

I  would  say,  however,  that  the  appropriation  for  printing 
is  exhausted,  and  they  were  holding  up  the  requisition  for  your 
"bar  registers",  but  to-day,  at  my  request,  they  have  allowed  it 
to  go  forward  although  the  books  will  cost  something  over  $120.00. 

I  did  not  intend  to  find  any  fault  with  any  of  your  officers 
or  clerks  as  I  am  sure  they  do  the  best  they  can,  and  I  know  this 
printing  business  is  something  of  a  nuisance  to  them,  but  as  I  have 
said,  the  chief  of  the  stationery  division  has  made  frequent  com¬ 
plaints  as  to  the  number  of  special  requisitions  for  printing, 
binding,  and  books  made  by  your  mint,  and  I  think  it  best,  as  far 
as  possible,  to  conform  to  the  usage  of  the  Department  in  this 


respect.

Referring  to  your  communication  of  the  9th  imst.,  relative  to 
closing  out  your  minor  coinage  re-coinage  accounts  by  running  all 
of  the  old  nickel,  bronze  and  copper  cents  into  minor  coin  ingots 
of  proper  fineness,  such  ingots  to  be  turned  over  to  the  Scoville 
Mfg,  Co.  and  they  to  return  good  blanks,  with  a  proper  deduction 
for  loss  in  melting,  the  cost  to  be  paid  by  the  mint,  I  would  say 
I  see  no  objection  to  this  arrangement  being  consummated  if  you 
think  it  wise,  provided  that  the  cost  of  manufacturing  the  blanks 
be  paid  out  of  your  contingent  fund  and  not  out  of  the  minor  coin 
profit  fund,  as  I  don't  think  the  law  contemplates  the  use  of  the 
minor  coinage  profit  fund  for  this  purpose. 

Your  attention  is  directed  to  a  letter  from  this  Bureau  of 
November  29,  1886,  in  which  practically  the  same  thing  was  authorize 
ed.  That  letter  will  be  your  general  guide  in  case  this  transac¬ 
tion  is  consummated. 

You  will  first  get  an  offer  from  the  Scoville  Mgg.  Co. of  the. 
cost  of  performing  this  work,  to  be  submitted  to  this  Bureau  for 
approval.

I  have  the  honor  to  call  your  attention  to  the  very  complete 
catalogue  of  Coins  and  Medals  contained  in  the  Cabinet  of  this 
Mint,  prepared  by  Mr.  R.  A.  McClure,  the  Curator,  transmitted 
herewith. 

This  Cabinet  was  established  in  1838  by  Dr.  Robert  M. 
Patterson,  then  Director  of  the  Mint.  From  a  nucleus  of  first 
sjjack  pieces  of  several  years,  retained  and  preserved  by  Mr.  Adam 
Eckfeldt, Coiner, the  collection  has  grown,  by  the  aid  of  Congres¬ 
sional  appropriations,  made  yearly,  to  its  present  valuable  pro¬ 
portions.  There  are  gathered  here  ever  7200  coins  of  this 

and  other  countries,  and  over  2000  medals,  besides  rare  specimens 
of  gold  and  silver  ores.  This  is  the  standard  Cabinet  of  the 
kind  in  this  country;  it  is  the  Government's  Cabinet,  and  upon  it 
rests  the  conclusion  of  all  questions  relative  to  coins,  arising 
in  the  minds  of  our  best  numismaticians.  For  positive  informa¬ 
tion  respecting  the  history,  value  and  description  of  the  coins 
of  the  world  all  parties  generally  refer  to  this  Cabinet.  It  is

This  in¬ 
formation  ist^y  no  means  confined  to  Philadelphia;  it  is  not  local, 
as  the  vast  majority  of  visitors,  'or  seekers  for  this  kind  of  in¬ 
formation  come  from  all  parts  of  the  country  and  indeed  many  are 
from  foreign  lands. 

The  coins  here  collected  represent  the  nations  of  the 
earth  from  the  time  of  the  first  inception  of  metallic  money,  down 
to  the  present  time.  Such  a  valuable  historical  collection 
should  be  put  in  some  enduring  form,  so  that  it  can  be  more  under¬ 
standing^  studied  and  comprehended,  hence  the  need  of  some  such 

index  as  the  one  so  carefully  and  laboriously  prepared  by  Mr.
